‘ters of railway equipment, accord- 
ing to union officials.

'governmental investigations and the 
reports of officials of the United 
States Raldway Administration.

“Total.—It will be noted that the

Other Alleged Wastes. - 

Further alleged large-scale wastes. 
losses and inefficiencies in the equip- 
ment and operation of the railways, 
difficult of approximate estimate in 
dollars and cents, are given in the 
exhibit as follows: 

“1. Wastes due to remediable de- 
fects in car equipment. 

“2. Wastes due to defective power 
equipment. 

“3. Wastes through inefficient 
handling of tractive power. 

“4. Wastes due to inadequate en- 
gine terminals. 

“5. Wastes due to defective main- 
tenance of way. The American Rail- 
way Engineering Association, dis- 
cussing losses thfough lack of stand- 
ardization, states that ‘over 50 dif- 
ferent sections of rail are rolled be- 
tween the weights of 70 and 140 
pounds, when seven sections will an- 
swer all the purposes and are all 
that are recommended by this asso- 
ciation.’ It further computes some 
of the wastes involved, and points 
out that want of standardization in 
frogs and switches and in width of 
roadbed accounts for large avoid- 
able losses. 

“6. Wastes Due to Inefficient Train 
Operation—It is estimated that 
losses aggregating perhaps $600,000,- 
000 a year are attributable to man- 
agerial incompetence in train opera- 
tion. Most railroads do not attempt 
to operate their trains on the basis 
of scientifically economical sched- 
ules, although the advantages and 
practicability of train scheduling 
have been successfully demonstrated 

upon certain roads, Freight train 
terminal] facilities in a sense deter- 
mine the entire capacity of railroads 
in the expeditious handling of trans- 
portation, and yet these facilities are 
permitted to remain in a state of in- 
adequacy that is astonishing. 

Antiquated Equipment. 

“7. Miscellaneous wastes due _ to 
antiquated equipment and to bad 
management. The exhibit attempts 
to show a neglected state of railway 
equipment by means of numerous 
examples, some of which follow: 
With respect to locomotives it is 
noted that only 80 engines out of 
65,000 in service have been equipped 
with feed-water heaters, represent- 
ing an avoidable loss of over $200 
per month per engine, and 22,000 of 
the 65,000 locomotives are still be- 
ing operated without brick arches. 
Failure to modernize locomotives is 
estimated to entall an avoidable fuel 
loss of nearly $15,000 annually for 
each unimproved locomotive making 
40,000 engine miles a year. 

“8. Wastes in miscellaneous over- 
head, advertising and the railway 
administration’s public propaganda. 
The railway employes declare that 
the railroad administration have 
wasted their resources in miscel- 
laneous overhead, advertising ($26,- 
000,000 in 1917), legal expenses $13,- 
000,000 in 1917) and in the main- 
tenance of propaganda calculated to 
influence public opinion toward rail- 
road affairs. In this way the rall- 
road administrations have attached 
to operating expenses large fixed 
charges and administrative costs. On 
the other hand, in the matter of ex- 
penditures to promote the develop- 
ment and improvement of the rall- 
road industry, the managements 
have been pecullarly shortsighted. 

Cost-Accounting Methods. 

“9. Administrative neglect to main- 
tain engineering research, and neg- 
lect or resistance to improvement 
generally. Railroad administrators 
have been so backward and eo ad- 
dicted to rule of thumb methods 
that they have neglected or refused 
to establish scientific laboratories 
and bureaus of research for the im- 
provement of the railway service, as 
has been done successfully in all 
progressive industries." 


According to the exhibit, railwey 
managers in many cases have sys- 
tematically fought scientific cost- 
finding methods, introduction of the 
newer methods of personnel hand- 
ling, standardization in equipment 
and similar innovations. In respect

Old Nobility Fails in Plans to 


_ Make Burial of Former Em- 
press Reminder of Old Days.

POTSDAM, April 19.—The Prus- 
sian nobility buried their Empress 
today, and high hopes with her. 
They had intended to make _ the 
burial a great nationalist demon- 


stration, but the spirit of republican 
Germany was too strong for them. 
They and reactionary followers 
came, 30,000 strong, but just because 
they came to demonstrate and not 
to mourn the effect was lost. They 
came by ticket and big Berlin failed 
to crowd into the stall ‘of imperial 


Potsdam. 
* In the warm spring sunshine. 
through avenues the exiled Empress 
had not seen for more than two 
years, under the purple funeral cloth 
some former court functionary had 
hidden for this occasion, the high 
coffin was borne from the modern 
cement Wild Park station to the old 
brick antique temple beside the for- 
mer Empress’ favorite rose garden. 
Officers Lined Way. 
The way was lined with patriotic 
bodies, the showiest of whom were 
the student corps and thousands of 
former officers in shiny spike hel.-. 
mets, covered with decorations 
obeying the directions of the re- 
publican police. Before the new 
palace what is left of the old court 
stood: lost in the crowd, the hum- 
bler reactionaries and a long line of 
old women.

press’ Own regiment. Only when the 
coffin passed was there a solemn 
hush of death, but the influence was 
so restricted that it was barely felt 
beyond the few members of the im- 
perial family. 

One figure only in the whole 
funeral cortege seemed to be that of 
real mourning—the Crown Princess. 
In her white face, fixed rigidly 
ahead, she seemed to feel the trag- 
edy as a family affair. Beside her, 
instead of her husband in exile, 
walked the great bulking form of 
Eitel Friederich. Perhaps the Prin- 
cess felt she was following her own 
coffin. Behind trailed her four little 
boys. 

Crowds Cheer Hindenburg. 

With her passing the funeral 
solemnity ended. Spectators, agi- 
tated, forgot to maintain a sem- 
blance of mourning when they saw 
Hindenburg and lLudendorff  to- 
gether. The former especially re- 
ceived a stirring ovation, being sa- 
luted by the officers and cheered by 
the crowds in a manner that con- 
veyed the impression that he still is 
Prussia’s popular idol. 

The rest of the funeral procession 
was frankly curious, greeting ac- 
quaintances in the side lines. 

This was the first time since the 
end of the war that Imperial Ger- 
many put on its court trappings and 
the effect on the participants was to 
show them how unimportant they 
are in modern Germany.. At the 
Empress’ funeral they meant to 
bring to life the old regime, but only 
found how dead it was. 
Dr. Dryander, former Court Chap- 
lain, read the one hundred and twen- 
ty-sixth psalm at the services in An- 
tique Temple and preached from the 
text, “They that sow in tears shall 
reap in joy.’’ The sermon dwelt upon 
the Christian life led by the Empress 
and her devotion to her family. The 
singing was led by the cathedral 


choir.

ST. LOUIS-CHICAGO AIR 
MAIL LAW ASKED FOR 


Committee in Report to Congress 
Doubts if Present Law Av- . 
thorizes Service. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 20.—Recom- 
mendation of laws to permit an air 
mail route between Chicago and St. 
Louis was made to Congress yester- 


day with President Harding's ap- 
proval. The report also emphasized 
the need of a far-sighted policy in 
the development of both commercial 
and military aviation. The report 
was compiled at the request of Pres- 
ident Harding by the Advisory Com- 
mittee for Aeronautics. 

Other recommendations which the 
President said had his approval in- 
cluded retention by the army and 
navy of separate control of their 
own air services; the encouragement 
of the invention of new aircraft; the 
‘maintenance of a peace time nucleus 
of trained aviators and modern type 
planes for a war emergency, and the 
expansion of the air mail service. 

To encourage commercial aviation, 
,the committee recommended the es- 
_tablishment of-a bureau of aeronau- 
tics in the Department of Commerce, 
The report said it was the pressing 
duty of the Federal Government to 
regulate aviation to prevent confu- 
sion growing out of conflict in State 
legislation. 

An appropriation of $2,000,000, to 
be available during the next two 
years, was recommended to enable 


ward its program of air routes. 

The committee said that while the 
Postoffice Department had authority 
to establish an air mail route be- 
tween New York and San Francisco, 
there was a question whether the 
existing law permitted the depart- 
ment to establish additional] routes. 

“It is recommended,” the report 
continued, “that legislation be en- 
acted which will definitely authorize 
the Postoffice Department to estab- 
lish air mail routes between Chi- 
cago, Minneapolis and St. Paul and 
between Chicago and St. Louis and 
such other routes as the Postmaster 
General may determine as the need 
for them arises.” 


Air mafl flights between St. Louis 
and Chicago, and between Chicago 
anu St. Louis, have been made dally, 
except Sundays, for several monthe.

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MICHIGAN’S ROAD EXPERIENCES 


| nomenal growth, but the growth of Wayne County, 


‘in which Detroit is situated, has also been extraordi- 


‘mary, even though it has not appealed to popular 
‘imagination. The facts of the county’s growth were 
told the Missouri good roads committee at Detroit 
‘by Edward N. Hines of that city. The city’s assessed 
valuation, he explained, increased 54 per cent from 
1906 to 1916, while the county’s increase during the 
/same period was 115 per cent. 

Motor car manufacture accounts for Detroit’s spec- 
tacular rise. The advance in property values of 
Warne County is due to good roads. 

The history of road construction in Michigan was 
related in detail by Mr. Hines. Like other states, 
Michigan had its dirt-road devotees, but the tribe has 
disappeared. The hard-surfaced road has converted 
them. One illuminating illustration was given. In 
Wayne County there is a four-mile stretch of gravel 
road on which $25,000 was spent last year, according 
to Mr. Hines, who is chairman of the Board of County 
Road Commissioners of Wayne County, and on which 
a similar amount will have to be spent this year. 
Such maintenance costs, compared with the upkeep 
of cement roads, which is about $200 a mile, has made 
believers of the most skeptical. 

Perhaps the most interesting feature of Michigan’s 
experience is the system that has developed by which 
the three units of organization—the State, the county 
and the township—<o-operate in the financing of road 
construction according to circumstances. That Michi- 
gan has gotten past the stage of antagonism between 
country and city is not asserted, but substantial prog- 
ress seemingly has been made towards a realization 
of the fact that the interests of both are identical. 

That is a fact which Missouri must get hold of. 
Nor should it be necessary to waste millions of 
money and priceless years in establishing that fact. 
If the distance between the farm: and the table is to 
be cut down, if we are to have a straight line from 
the producer to the consumer, for their mutual bene- 
fit, we must have roads connecting the country and 

the city. We don’t have to go to Michigan to learn 
that. We need only consult our common sense.

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A PLEA AND AN ANSWER. 

Curiously enough, the complaints lodged by W. Jett 
'Lauck, economist for the railway labor unions, be- 
fore the Railroad Labor Board against the alleged 
.combine of capital were answered the day previously 
by the celebrated speech of Judge Elbert H. Gary 
before the stockholders of the United States Steel 
Corporation. 

The plea of Lauck was for the protection of labor 
against a capitalistic conspiracy to destroy labor's 
rights. The plea of Judge Gary was for the protec- 
tion of industry (or capital) against a labor conspiracy 
to dictate the control of industry. 

But, whereas the labor spokesman presented his 
case merely as an argument against wage reductions, 
the steel magnate proposed a permanent remedy— 
“lawe—clear, well defined, practicable and easy of 
comprehension’ —applying to “all economic organiza- 
tions, groups or bodies exceeding certain specified 
numbers or amounts. Both organized capital and or- 
ganized labor should be placed under these laws, each 
to be entitled to the same protection and be subject 
to the same restrictions and provisions.” 

There is the key to the equation. Judge Gary and 
industry heretofore have fought their own labor bat- 
tles, confident in their power to hold the advantage 
by superiority of wealth and the police protection.

Capital, if we may regard Judge Gary as its spokes- 
man, is tired of the struggle. It has won its victories 
and also knows the feeling of defeat and reprisal. 
Now it is willing to be restricted if it may be pro- 
tected. Labor, likewise, has a record of Victory, de- 
feat and reprisals. But will labor ever be willing 
to surrender any of its weapons in return for protec- 
tion, which, as Mr. Lauck has pointed out, it sorely 
needs? | 

Aside from the theoretical significance of these. 


| two representative declarations of labor and capital, 


it is not to be overlooked that there are charges in| 
the Lauck statement which indicate work for the 
Department of Justice in the enforcement of the anti- 
trust laws. If the charges are true, the obvious in- 
iqguity should be punished. 

The charges, however, should not be permitted to 
throw dust on the points at issue before the Railroad 
Labor Board. These points should be considered 
on their merits. It is not the business of the labor 


board to do the work of the Department of Justice

JUST A MINUTE IN MEXICO. 


EXICO CITY—What I am going to tell you 
Meow I want you to keep under your hat. 

(Embarrassing constructions might be put 
upon it if it wot out). There are no real estate 
agents in Mexico City. People down here never 
heard of such a thing. I tried to tell some of 
them what a real estate agent is, and they only 
walked off shaking their heads. If you want to 
rent or buy property here, you must see the 
owner. .This is not always easy, but it is cheap- 
er. Yet this city is as large as our own. It is 
the most beautiful city I have ever seen. It has 
lovely suburbs that must have been laid out and 
boomed by someone. Can be—but remem- 
ber, under your hat! 

There is in Mexico City the greatest arch- 
aeological relic upon the Western Hemisphere 
—the Calendar Stone of the Aztecs. When you 
look into the National Museum from the street 
you see this Calendar Stone exactly as looking 
out Lindell boulevard from King’s highway we 
see Washington University. The Calendar 
Stone easily justifies this prominence. One can 
look at it for a little while and then sit down 
and think as one almost never thought before. 
Of course, the Aztecs were to us, who have 
moving pictures, appendicitis and a new theory 
of attraction only a lot of barbarians. Nev- 
ertheless, before their time was up they select- 
ed out of the mass of what they had ag dif- 
ferent times thought the few things they felt 
to be itndubitably true, and these few things 
they left in imperishable stone as the measure 
of their unquestioned progress. They knew the 
march of the seasons. They knew the sun and 
the moon, the planets and the constellations. 
They knew the cardinal points of the compass, 
and they measured and recorded the flight of 
time. In their calendar there were 52 years, 
probably enough. They had five days in a 
week, a consummation toward which millions 
of us are following Sam Gompers every day of 
our lives. No doubt they had tried prohibition, 
the excess profits tax. collective bargaining and 
pretty much every butterfly we have chased in 
our own time, only to reject them for the 
stone. Can we be sure, when we come to make 
the record of what we found in our own time 
to be indisputable, that we are going to be 
sure of as much in the measure of our prog- 
ress as the Aztecs were sure of when they made 
the Calendar Stone? I thought of that, as you 
will think of it if you ever stand before that 
priceless relic of another time. I wondered if 
Mr. Einstein is going to see the Calendar Stone 
while he is over here, and if so, whether he is 
to gloat for having bowled Sir Isaac Newton 
out of the stone which we are to make. We 
are so cocksure of what we know, but what 
do we know: 

What is said to be the oldest Caucasian habi- 
tation in the New World is at Cherubusco, a 
suburb of Mexico City.. This is the house built 
by Alvarado, captain to Cortez. It was built 
soon after the Spaniards arrived at Mexico City, 
which was in 1520, and is now the home of 
Mrs. Luiza Nuttall, an American antiquary. 
Additions have been made to the house in the 
course of 400 years, but one may see there stil] 
the original rooms with their beamed ceilings, 
shell windows and incredibly thick walls. Mrs. 
Nuttall says the Spanish learned building from 
the Romans. When the Romans built anything 
they built it forever. The Spanish were raised 
on that idea, and they brought it to America 
It is a great idea from almost any point of view. 
If you will walk around in our West End some 
day you will observe that most of the brick 
houses built as much as 15 or 20 years ago 
have cracks in them and seem to be getting 
ready to be rebuilt. Those houses were not 
built by Spaniards. I am not going to tell whe 
built them. That would seem invidious. We 
will stick to this houge at Cherubusco, which 


1? 
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was built forever and is in a fair way to last 
that long or thereabout. Evidently Alvadaro 
built it to live in it, and not to sell. Anyway, 
there it is, after four centuries—reliving in 
dreams a story more thrilling than any man 
has invented, engirt by a hoary old wall and 
letting into a garden filled with birdsong and 
flowers. 

In Mexico City antiques assume an age and 
dignity unknown in our own country. You 
have only to say how far back you care to go. 
I went into a shop kept by William Niven, an- 
other American. He digs every week-end, and 
is fast exposing some of the old fallacies as to 
who have lived in Mexico at different times. 
“There were no such people as the Toltecs,” he 
said. “We got that myth from the Aztec word 
tolteca, meaning the builders. When the Span- 
lards asked who built the structures here, the 
Aztecs said the tolteca built them. That gave 
us the mythical race of Toltecs, though it real- 
ly meant nothing more than a craft. There 
were people here before the Aztecs, but they 
were not Toltecs.”” Mr. Niven continually finds 
Chinese things and Egyptian things. The Amer- 
ican charge at Mexico City, who has been in 
Asia, says he sees China in Mexico every day. 
A guide at the National Museum told us that 
Japanese who come in there can read some of 
the writings from the temple of the Mayas at 
Mitla, in Yucatan; and the Chinese Ambassa- 
dor, so we were told, had found old Chinese 
letters in the museum. I did not take it all 
very seriously. It ig true that the world is 
very old, but the dissimilarities in man the 
world around are not great. They chiefly oc- 
cur in our imagination. As for the Toltecs, 
I never believed in them. They have been to 
me always a make-believe people, like drys; or 
a sort of incidental] people serving to fill in his- 
torical hollows, as our own Democrats do. 

Mexico City is beautiful with the things 
money can buy. It has expensive architecture, 
boulevards, parks, statuary, mural paintings 

ad whatever goes to enrich the prospect. 
Nothing of this sort has been done here since 
Porfirio Diaz packed his valise and took the 
fast train for Vera Cruz Porfirio had 
$90,000,000 in the treasury when the end of 
his long reign came. He was building an opera 
house which cost more money than all the pub- 
lic buildings in Missouri have \cost. It has 
never been finished. The Mexicans cal! it the 
White Elephant. Porfirio was also putting up 
an administration building with a magnificent 
dome over it. The steel skeleton of this latter 
building stands ag the flight of its builder left 
it. This the Mexicans call the Black Elephant. 
The revolutionary Presidents of Mexico have 
never added anything to the beauty of Mexico 
City. Alas! only czars and autocrats seem to 
give us art.
